SHAM FIGHT IN ANDOVER, 


\ 


Maj. Marland Shot. 


. The following clipping from the Me- 
thuen Falls Gazette of October, 1836, 
contains a very interesting account of 
a sham fight, which ‘occurred in this 
town at that time. During this fight 
Maj. Wm. Marland, father of our well- 
known citizens, William and Abraham 
Marland, was the victim of a shooting 
accident, which was really the cause of 
-his- death. 


The Methuen Falls Gazette gives the 
particulars of a-—Military—Parade_and 
Sham Fight, which took place at An- 


‘| dover on Tuesday last. The Methuen 


Light Infantry, the Andoyer Artillery, 
a Company of horse, and three com- 
panies of Militia were out—besides two 
Jarge companies dressed and equipped 
as Indians. Maj, Wm. Marland com- 
manded the former, and seme ¢ounter- 
-feit Tecumseh or Blackhawk the latter. 
Arrangements having been made for a 
sham fight, the editor of the Methuen 
paper (who:was present) describes the 


Wm. Marland took command, and we 
were marched to the ‘field of action’ 
about a mile west--of the Eagle House. 
Here we formed in order, and a com- 
pany of militia despatched to garrison 
a fort built for the occasion. The In- 
dians previous to our reaching the field, 
had secreted themselves ‘th the sur- 
rounding woods. No sooner, however, 
was the fort filled with the militia than 
an attack was commenced by the In- 
dians; and after a very brief resistance 
the militia were driven therefrom in 
every direction, and the fort set on fire. 
Thus ended the first attack, But the 
Indians were not long permitted to en- 
joy their victory. A company of horse, 
two conipanies of militia,.and a brass 
field piece were immediately marched 
up, and:a vigorous seige commenced. 
After considerable sharp shooting on 
both sides, the Indians raised the yell 
and fled to the woods. Next the Artil- 
lery, Metheun Light Infantry, and the. 
mounted men were put in motion, and 
after performing a circuitous route 
came suddenly upon and attacked the 
savages in their stronghold, the woods. 
The resistance here was vigorous, and 
for along time the fight was desperate- 
ly maintained by both parties. Gradu- 
ally, however, the enemy retired before 
the repeated ‘charges of the two light 
companies; but they could not be com- 
pletely driven from the thicket, and 
our men were drawn off in good order. 
The next operation was against a fort, 
more strongly defended than the first, 
in which*the enemy had several prison- 
ers, among whom was Capt. Abbott, of 
the Artillery, tied toa tree. This was 
simultaneously attacked by the two 
light companies. The defence wascon- 
ducted in a manner calculated to do 
honor to veteran soldiers;: but after 
much hard, fighting they gaye way and 
fled precipitately before a vigorous 
charge of the bayonet by the Methuen 
Light Infantry. Thus ended the Sham 
But a painful accident occurred, 
which is-almost invariably the case on 
such occasions, an account of which we 
give below. 

MELANCHOLY ACCIDENT.’ During 
the military parade and sham fight 
which took place at Andoyer, on Tues- 
day, a truly melancholy accident oc- 
curred. In the heat of the action be- 
tween the contending parties, in the 
midst ofa grove of small trees, Maj. 
~Marland- -received..the ‘contents. of a 
horse pistol from one of the party 
dressed in =the guise of Inuians. We 
happened to be near him at the time 
and saw the pistol discharged. It was 
discharged by an individual within 
three feet of him. We noticed it at 
the moment, and were surprised that 
one should be so careless;- but we did 
not know that the charge. had taken 
effect until‘our eye had wandered from 
the individual. Major M. immediately 
rode to the spot where we stood, uttered 
a groan, and exclaimed ‘take me, I’m 
shot!’?. He was borne. from the field 
entirely helpless, and carried home. 

The charge entered his side in the 
direction of the spine; but of what the 
charge consisted is uncertain, as noth- 
ing has yet been extracted. It is sup- 
posed, however, to have been the wad- 
ding of the pistel. Be this as iv may, 
we cannot restrain our fears that the 
act was designed and . premeditated. 
Major M. still lies in.a,critical state, 
between hope and fear. If this act 
was not the result of design, why did 
not the perpétrator come promptly for- 
ward with an explanation? We hope 
the matter will undergo a thorough in- 
vestigation; and we hope, too, that this 
will be the winding up. of this species 
of military parade. 

By the last accounts his case was 
considered éxtremely dangerous—very 
little hope was entertained of his re- 
covery. 

Mas. MARLAND’s Case. On Wed- 
nesday last we took an opportunity té 
call on Maj. Marland at his house. We 
were happy to find him in a fair way of 
speedy recovery. The opinion given 
in our first account of this affair is fully 


contirmed:. That he was shot by de- 
sign, and with intent to Kill, is now 


placed beyond the shadow. of doubt. 


Forty-nine gravelstones have been taken 
from the wound—which penetrated 3 
inches—2 of them of the bigness of 
large sized Peas—the others smaller. 


“We saw and counted them, and there 


18 no mistake about this statement- 
The perpetrator of this outrage is still 
at large—nothing having as yet oc- 
curred to lead to his: detection. As it 
isa thatter in which every man should 
feel interested, we hope and trust that 
na pains will be spared to ferret him 
out. Indeed, it seems to us that if 
every man who was looking on at the 
time would come—ferward—and—give. 
what information he can, some clue 
might be obtained—sufficient at least 
to warrant the arrest of the villain. 
Let every man who’ was present do his 
duty.— Methuen Gaz.

aings and made sacrifices tohim. They 
exchanged gracious greetings and 
wishes and gave presents to friends and 
ukindred. The church condemned its so- 
cial observations and turned it into a 
religious festival. The Hebrews, the | 

Chinese and other peoples, pagans and 
hon regard it superstitiously, at- 


velebration. 

We Americans in the last quarter of 
the nineteenth century are supposed to- 
be wholly free from superstition. But. 
are we? Nota few of us still imagine 
that there is something auspicious in 
New Year’s day; that as we begin the 
year wo may soclose it. We are solicit- 
ous, therefore, toresolve to relinquish bad 
habits then, under the impression. that 
we shall relinquish them altogether. In 
other words, we determine on that day * 
to turn over a new leaf, as we have 
probably determined for many previous 
years, and there our determination and 
reformation end. This is exactly the 
way the old Romans acted more than 
20 centuries since, which proves that 
we have not advanced much in reason- 
ableness, despite our assumptions to the 
contrary. It is a problem whether men 
who continue in mature life to yield to 
their weaknesses or fail to rectify their 
faults are capable. of- correcting them- 
selves. Whether capable or incapable, 
they rarely doso, Their good resolutidns 
seldom bear fruit. They terminate, for 
the most part, in words, in promises to 


. themselves, in mockeries of perform- 


ance. What a man is at 40 he is apt to 
remain. No amount of. New Year’s re- 
solves will help him who is not full of 
virtuons endeavor. Jan. 1 dawns bright- 
ly to the mind, but the succeeding days 
conclude dismally as to achievement. 
Nevertheless its recurrence must ever 
be pleasant. If it does not bring accom- 
plishment, it at least brings hope, and 
hope nerves us to bear our burdens, to 
discharge our duties. Then welcome 
New_Year’s. We dearly love to think 
that the cares and troubles of the old 
year, which so largely spring frdm our 
temperament, will not invade the new 
one. : 
Originally New Year’s was intended 
hot for a universal, miscellanecus 
calling day, without motive or pro- | 
riety, into which it ultimately degen- 
erated. It was intended for a day when 
men who had been prevented during 
the year by businé&s or any condition of 
circumstances from keeping up their 
friendship or acquaintance with women 
they liked or esteemed should make so- 
cial atonement for apparent neglect and 
renew-their-pleasant-relations,_The idea 
was éxcellent and commendable, as 
was the custom, and before. this city 
grew to be such a Babylon. the calls 
were agreeable, often delightful, to 
makers and receivers. But the.city be- 
came.too big, and, the commanity,that 
assumed to represent society in some 
manner, m or Jess remote, became 
too heterogeneous. The custom was 
grossly abused. Many men and women 
thought only of the number of calls, 
ignoring quality for quantity, and some 
times the scenes indoors and outdoors 
waxed disreputable from overindul- 
gence, ° 
The better sort of people, repelled b: 
the license prevalent, refused ‘to: ‘‘re- 
ceive’ uny longer. The smart set who 
had long-believed calling too ‘‘common’’ 
—they declared, with their pretense of 
buperiority, that it had n vulgar— 
set themselves and their influence firm- 
ly against it. They refused to sée visit- 
ors on that day and soon after shut up 
their Houses and fled to the country, 
thus setting the seal of fasHion on their 
last decision, which speedily met with 
bocial approval. The fact was that re- 
spectable: folk had got tired of the ex- 
treme .to’which calling had- been car- 
ried, and the coarse, objectionable class 
tould not sustain it alone. So the whole 
\hing fell to pieces here, and there is no 
|robability of its reconstruction in the | 
lumediate future. ; 
The Custom extended long ago to oth- | 
er cities and ‘is still followed. But.as | 
the metropolis makes the mode its.du- 
ration is doubtful. “New Year’s is yet a 
holiday—holidays are | always’ whole- 
s0me—and business of all kinds is sus- 


pended. Sons, husbands, fathers, now 
stay at home, instead of racing about 
town, tiring and boring themselves to 


: little purpose, and they. are gainers, 
. slong With their families, by the changg. 


New Year’s in ~its-old guise “has passed 
away.’ But New Year’s with its quiet, 
domestic ‘accompaniments has come to 
temain. The world moves. ” And New 
Year’s.is still New Year’s, with its sense 
of freshness, repose and recovered hope. .

Curious Customs and Myths of New Years

rious customs and superstitions! con” 
nected with it. The origin of the name 
is uncertain, but it is pretty genprally 
Ged to have been derived from the 
1-words ‘‘au gui mener”’ \’lead 

_v Mistletoe), ‘in allusion to the an- 

-t Druidical custom of cutting the 
mistletoe trom the oak on the night of 
the last day of the year. The sacred 
plant was brought by the priests into 
the towns and market places and given 
to the people as- an amulet to preserve 
them from war and other oflamities. 
While they had such a good old tongue 
as the Gaelic near at hand, it is not to 
be supposed that the pious Druids spoke 
to their votaries in the language of 
Johnny Crapaud. The intimate connec- 
tion of Scotland and France during the 
middle ages will ‘easily. account for the 
introduction of the term ‘‘hogmanay."’ 
The days about New Year’s, which 


from the revelry and mummery that 


characterized them were called by t 
Bootch the ‘‘daft days,’’ bear close 
semblance to the ‘‘fetes des fous, 
which interfered so scandalously with 
the vigils in the French churches d 
ing the sixteenth century that they we: 


garbs broke into the churches on the eve 
of the New Year, and after singing 


their weird carols demanded alms of,

the ‘“‘guisards’’ or “ovgars.’’ 
were harmless and entertaining mask- 
ers, who were generally admitted into 
thie houses of the best families in the 
country, where, after singing their 
ls, they were permitted to dance 
with the members of the household. 


Many assert that the hoghmen, or hill- 


men, were the good genii versus the 
trolls, or evil ones, who were the beings 
referred to; heuce the ditty: 

Hogmanay, Trollolay, 

Gie me o’ your white bread. 

I'll hae nane o’ your gray. 

The white bread, signifying the good 
hings of life, versus the gray, or evil 
ones, A very popular rhyme, with a 
moral, is one freely sung in the north- 
eastern counties of Scotland: 

Get up, gude wife, and binna sweir [lazy] 
And deal your bread to them that’s here, 
For the time will come when ye’ll be dead, 
And then ye’ll neither need ale nor bread. 

My feet’s cauld, my shoon’s thin. 

Gie’s my cakes and let me rin. 

Having chalked the doors with the 
New Year’s numbers, they depart to 
gather :coppers, cakes and fruit else- 
where. 

At the stroke of midnight each mem- 
ber of the family party would quaff a 
fall bumper of ‘‘hot pint’’ and wish the 
others a. happy New Year and many of 
them. Then it was customary for the 
elders to sally forth with a hot kettle, 
bread and cheese, etc., and pay visits of 
greeting to the neighbors. The first 
party to enter a, house were called the 
‘first foot’’ and were warmly welcom- 
ed, as their arrival in that capacity in- 
dicated good luck. Much kindly rivalry 
ensued, and from midnight to 1 0’clock 
the streets were fairly swarming with 
would be ‘‘first footers.'? This custom 
was still prevalent in Scott's day. 

Irish New Year’s Cakes. 

In County Antrim in Ireland among 
the Scotch-Irish oaten bannocks, with a 
hole in the middle, like our doughntts, 
are specially haked for gift cakes, In 
other Irish counties a cake is thrown 
outside the dvor on New Year’seve 
‘to keep out hunger’” the ensuing year. 

In the isle of Man a curious belief 
and custom existed till the middle of 
this century, In each home the-house- 
wife smoothed the ashes over the kitch- 
en floor just before stepping into bed. 
If theré were found in the mdrning on 
the surface of the ashes anything re- 
sembling the print that pointed toward 
the door, it indicated a death in the 
family within the year. But if the heel 
of the footprint were toward the door 
it was a sure proof that the family 
would be increased.

The 
solution of the problem isin the different 
churches uniting in social work, Let 
the churches retain doetrines and rites 
but make common cause in the com- 
munity’s betterment.”’ ;

Miss’Scott’s Bones Break With the Least 

Exertion—Story of a Most Remarkable 

*, Affliction Which Is Said to Be Akin to 
Rheumatism, + 


FALL ®iVER, Mass., Dec. $1,— Sarah 
Scott, whose pecullar case, was noted in 
the newspapers a few weeks ago, has now 
broken another limb, and lies in a help- 
less condition at her home in Oak Grove’ 
village. Osteomalacia, even in a mild 
form, is rare, and this case is now attract- 
ing considerable attention among the 
ynedical fraternity. 

The patient is about 28 years of age 
The first symptoms were obseure pains in 
her left. leg. She was doctored for rheu- 
matism, and went to the Massachusetts 
general hospital in January, 1892. Upon’ 
alighting from a horse car the weight of 
her body upon the left leg caused it to 
break. : 

At the hospital the fracture was set, and 
in July the leg began to grow worse, and 
the doctors diagnosed the case as one of 
bone cancer. Accordingly, the leg was 
taken off close to the trunk. ' But .the 
right leg, in being handled during the 
amputation, : i

1893, and he 
found her somewhat run down, but suc- 
ceeded in restoring hor to a fairly healthy 
condition. 

About three months ago, while resting 
her full weight upon: her remaining leg, 
she fractured it for the second time, near 
the hip joint. This was set and the girl 
was put in bed. Only a few wovks after, 
in attempting: to scratch _her back, she 
fractured her left arm between the elbow 
and shoulder. 

‘A short time ago, during the night, she 
felt her right arm snap, and Dr. Kidder 
“had another” fracture to care for, Lhe 
afflicted girl is almost cheerful, and seems 
to make the best of her lamentable condl- 
tion. Her appetite is, naturally enough, 
rather poor, She has lost weight within the 
past year, but her face remains rather 
plump and healthy-looking. 

A Peculiar Disease, 

Osteomalacia is a most peculiar disease, 
and the symptons of it are often difficult 
to distinguish from rheumatism. ‘There 
are two types of the disease. In one, the 
bones become very supple and appear to 
be nothing more than cartilaginous subé 
starices, and are capable of being twisted 
and turned without breaking: 

In the other a decay seems to originate 
in the center of the bone and gradually 
extend to the outer surface, rendering the 
bone brittle and easily broken. ‘This lat- 
ter is the type with which Miss Svott is 
afflicted. 

‘People thus afflicted -may live on for 
years with proper care and nourishment, 
unless, perchance, the viscera be injured 
by a dislocation or fracture of the bones of 
the trunk. 2 

Dr, Kidder isthe attendant physician of 
Miss Scott and has taken .a great interest 
in the case. It is the first of its kind re- 
corded in American medicine in many 
years. & 

Hon, G. M. Stearns Dead. 


Boston, Dec. 81. — Hon. George M. 
Stearns, known as ‘“‘the Sage of Chicopee,” 
died at his residence in Brookline this 
morning of congestion of the lungs. He 
retired as usual Saturday night and slept 
until 11 p. m., when he awoke_with a 
hemorrhage. Another hemorrhage _oc- 
curred at 7-a, m. Sunday, and this greatly 
prostrated him, At 5.p..m, he hada third 
hemorrhage, from which he never rallied, 
Mr, Stearns had been in feeble health for 
a long time and had been quite poorly for 
the past two weeks. George Munroe 
Stearns was an orator, a lawyer and a wit. 
He was an irresistible pleader before a 
jury, and carried conviction with his argu- 
ments up tothe supreme bench. He was 
the life-of many a “political campaign, 
otherwise dull—a Democrat of Democrats. 
Mr. Stearns was born April 48,1831, in

‘ Plans of Strikers, 

The leaders in the great shoe strike are 
looking to the“resurrection’ of the old 
board of conciliation. and arbitration, 
which dropped out of sight a year and a 
half ago, “This,” said J. 'T. Cary, last 
night, ‘‘we regard as the best means of 
settling questions which may arise as to 
wages, etc, 

“As for .the contract system, we shall 
make no concessions. That must go 
without the slightest reservation. It 
Means death to the workingmen and 
women if it is permitted to continue.”

facturers which brighten the prospect con-' 
siderably, so far as a genoral strike is con- 
cérned.

The unions, which have been willing to 
arbitrate on the question of prices at any 
time, are strongly in favor of this scheme. 

‘There were 28 firms in the old Manufac- 
turers’ association which authorized ‘the 
formation of the board, and Mr, Connor 
has interviewed a majority of these and 
found them favorable to the present idea, 
The meeting of the board will probably be 
called within three days,
